THE COLONIAL CONFERENCE, 
Lonpoy, Sth April. 
The first meeting of the Colonial Conferonce 
was held yesterday. In the course of a spooch 
upon the acoasion, Lord Salisbury aaid that the 
Avfonoe of the Empire wes-the common intersat 
of both England an@°the Colonies. Now that 
European powers aré man rinoreashg 
desire for Colonial possessions, it behoves the 
Colonies to take upon theragolves a fair sharo of 
the oxpense and responsibility of matual defence 
by-fiirdishing wisn ae well og means.
